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Applicant's arguments were considered but would not overcome the rejection of 
the claims. 

Claim 1 recites "the effective perforated-part area", which is obtained by 
multiplying "the total area of the perforated parts" in the core tube, which would be the 
area as calculated in the final action, using the Cruz , 528 reference. Claim does not say 
"area of the perforations". Considering the broadest reasonable interpretation of the 
claims, perforated-part in the tube in the Cruz reference is the area of the portion of the 
tube which has the perforations, which is the portion between the two adhesive lines (or 
bands). Even if the claims read "area of the perforations" (Applicant's specification does 
not appear to have support for this), the 'effective area' still is optimizable; and, as 
explained in the rejection, there is no novelty in the claim. 

Applicant argues that Cruz does not provide the internal cross-sectional area of 
the permeate tube. However, the examiner believes that this is not required to show a 

prima facie case of obviousness. The internal cross-sectional area would obviously be

less than the external cross-sectional area. The calculation shows that the effective 
perforated area as claimed is significantly greater than the external cross-sectional 
area, which means that it would also be greater than the internal cross-sectional area. 

This examiner believes that the assumption of the % opening of the feed spacer 
mesh wrapped around the tube is very conservative; the reference teaches that this 
material is well known in the art. 
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Applicant also has not provided any secondary evidence to refute the 
assumptions used, or for patentability of the claims over the references.
